The great industry of the place is now 
being worked for all it is worth and a 
shipment leaves fur Winnipeg this week. 

The Coal company are at present work- 
ing three drifts and another is just about 
to be opened. A track is run from the 
interior of the mine toa building some 
40 or 50 yards from the mouth. Small 
cars capable of holding from 900 to 1,000 
pounds are usel to convey the coal to 
the building before mentioned, where it 
is weighed, after which it is sent along 
some 20 fect farther, where it sests on a 
platform which tilts and allows tne coal 
to leave the car where it descends a 
slide which leads to the cars for ship- 
ment; when the coal is passing down the 
slide it is screened. 


The company employs between 30 and 
49 men. 


The clays that are to be fuund in the 
immediate neighborhood are expected to 
he utilised shortly and great things are 
hoped from them, in the way of paint, 
tire, brick, pottery, tiles, ete.

NORTHWEST PHYSICIANS, 


The Board of Examiners Will 
Hold a Session at Calgary 
in November--Regina 
News Notes. 


Reyina, Sept. 19.—Doctors Brett, 
Bain, and Cotton, forming a quorum of 
the council of the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons for the Territories, were 
here on Friday and Saturday to transact 
the annual business of the college, Tne 
College of the Physicians and Surgeons 
is incorporated by a Northwest ordinance 
and in connection with it is the Medical 
association, in which every doctor prac- 
tising in the Territories is required to 
register, $20 being the registration fee. 
The council has power to examine al! 
candidates for the profession who have 
taken the necessary university course 
and who are not entitled to practice in 
other provinces. At the meeting last 
week the council decided to take active 
measures for the enforcement of the or- 
dinance and to compel every doctor who 
has not already done so to register, and 
if necessary, to pass the prescribed ex- 
amination. For this purpose a board of 
examiners, appointed by the council, 
will sit at Calyary on the 16th of Nov- 
ember, as most of the prospective candi- 
dates reside in the west. The fee to be 
paid by candidates is 850. In Ontario 
the corresponding fee is $1000. The 
ofticers for 1893 are: President, Dr. Bain, 
of Prince Albert; vice-presid-nt, Dr. 
Lafferty. of Calgary; registrar, Dr. Cot- 
ton, of Regina. The number of doctors 
at present inthe Northwest Territories 
is one hundred.

EXEMPTIONS. 


Our reporter was a little out in saying 
last week Mr. J. E. Smith applied 
to the City Council fer exemption from 
taxation for his stock farm within the 
City limits. Mr, Smith has already a 
half section within the City limite north 
of the river cn which he pays taxes an- 
pually, and what he desires is not that 
the farm be excmpt, but that the im- 
provements be exempt providing he 
erects buildings as good as those on the 
Experimental Farm and brings into the 
city a herd of cattle unequalled in the 

Northwest. 

We will admit that the principle of 
donusing and exempting is 8 bad one, but 
there are many instances in which it can 
be used to advantage snd others in which 
it should not be employed at all. For in- 
stance, it would be unjust in establishing 
any institution that would be opposition 
to a similar ore already located and was 
not so favored; and it would be unwise to 
extend it to an institution that was cer- 
tain to be located whether extended or 
not. It is always, however, wisdom to 
not only exempt but bonus concerns that 
will be of interest to a place and cannot 
be secured without it. As we under- 
stand it Mr. Smith considers he is doing 
very well the way he is and will not go 
to the expense of moving in unless he is 
encouraged in this way; and if this be so 
the ratepayers could not do better than 
vote for an exempting by-law, when sub- 
mitted to them in December, as we are 
informed the council are likely to submit 
one. Every resident knows the benefit 
of the Experimental Farm to the place, 


and a stock farm such as Mr. Smith pro | 
poses to establish, though not of equal | 


benefit, would be one on the same lines.

The 1.0.G.T. held an open lodge in 
Stonewall on Friday last, when stirring 
and forcible addresses were delivered by 
the Hon. J.W. Sifton and the Rev. 0 
Darwin, Methodist minister, on the great 
temperance question.

OUR ELEVATORS. 


The capacity of the six elevators in 
Brandon en the C.P.R. is 220,000 bush- 
els. Probably few people have any ides 
of what that amount actually means, 
when it comes to a case of transport. 
Surposing it became absolutely necessary 
to ship the whole of this 220,000 bushels 
at one time, and that each car held on an 
average 600 bushels. It would then 
take 366% cars. Allowing 33 feet for the 
length of the car and again adding add 
ing 2 feet for the space between them. 
the length «f the train would be 2 miles 
772 yards. Last vear itis claimed that 
this city sent out 1,200,000 bushels, this 
would be about the fill of the elevators 54 
times. To transport this at one time 
would mean a train of 2,013 cars, and the 
length of this would be as near as pos- 
sible 13 miles 700 yards. 

When we add the innumerable other 
shipping points, it is not surprising that 
the C.P.R. are at times heavily handi- 
capped.
